Response to Amendment 



1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 8-1 1 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing. out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 8-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8, lines 11-12, states that "the first adhesive is disposed on the second side 

at a location on the base label opposite said touch fastening system on the first side". 
This found to be confusing because in lines 3-4, the claim recites that "a touch fastening 
system secured to said base label on said first side with a first adhesive". Thus, it not 
clear as to the correct location of the first adhesive as provided in said amended claim 8 
per amendment filed on June 16, 2003.
